1. To prohibit all organizations ard elilzeoa without permission from 
the responsible road agencies: 

a. To plow over and dig over roada and road shoulders. 

b. To dig for sand, stone, and clay, erect structures, unload 
building materials, leam farm equipment, build underground and above- 
ground lnrtallAtiona, and graze cattle along strips adjoining roada. 

e. To travel on sections of roada under construction where barriers 
and signs have been set up. 

d. To carry out any kind of surveys of roada and road installations 
or to photograph them. 

e. To out timber and bushes growing on strips adjoining roads. 

f. To drive cattle over drainage ditches and gutters. 

g. To dump trash on roads, in drainage dltohea, and along the 
aides of roada, and to damage ditches, banks, grades, bridges, and bridge 
approaches. 
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u. To smoko on and undo v bridges, to light .fires closer than 100 
meters vV a bridge, to fish from bridges, abutments., ■ end icebreakers, and to

their own expense and within 10 days,

resolution are subject to a 100-ruble administrative fine or 50 days of 
corrective labor- 

Malicious violators and persons pilfering construction materials, 
road signs, snow shields, etc., .are criminally responsible.
